"Bu there is one thing perman­ 
ent— the 
newspaper, 
the 
press, 
which mever changes. 
It is the 
perpetual, the incessantly domina­ 
ting foyce in American life.” This 
was one of the powerful statement ' 
made by V. Blasco Ibanez, noted 
Spanish novelist, in his article on 
‘ What I Have Learned About You 
Americans” in October number of 
the American Magazine. 
He says, "After all, the greatest 
thing in this country, and I include 
nature and the works of man in 
the comparison— the greatest thing 
in this country 
is the American 
press. 
There is no created power 
here so absolute, so irrestible, as 
that of the newspapers and maga­ 
zines.” 
Ibanez points out the fact that 
each American has 
his 
favorite I 
newspaper and relies upon this for 
information on subjects outside of 
his own field. 
To illustrate his 
point he tells this incident: 
"My 
sharp-tounged 
philosopher 
meets a friend on his way out of 
the Metropolitan Opera 
in 
New' 
York. 
This friend is an import­ 
ant manufacturer. 
" ‘Well,’ asks the 
philosopher, 
‘how did 
the opera go tonight?’ 
“ ‘Whey-er, really, I don’t know’ 
replied the operagoer, after some 
hesitation; ‘I’ll see what my paper 


says about it in the morning.’ 
‘ This man s an average Ameri­ 
can, a business man contributing 
to the greatness of his country: 
but as he has no wife to educate 
him on matters not pertinent to his 
profession, he relies on his news 
peper. 
An experience which Ibanez had 
with a newspaper reporter who mis­ 
quoted him is given to illustrate 
W’hat the novelist says is character­ 
istic of American papers. 
Ibe-iez at 
a uneheon in a jestng w'ay spoke 
of the sperierity which American 
women seem to enjoy over men. 
A reporter who was present wrote 
an ‘‘interview" in which Ibanez was 
reported as having urged husbands 
to use cave-man methods with their 
wives, and in spite of the novelist’s 
efforts to obtain a correction the 
story traveled all over the country. 
As a result Ibanez says that when 
ever he goes to America women 
regard him as "that horrid Euro­ 
pean novelist who said such harsh 
things about us, and advised Amer­ 
ican men to ‘treat us rough.’ ”

TOPEKA, Ran.— Kansas, nov^ the 
greatest wheat producing state, may 
become the greatest manufacturer 
of motor fuel from wheat straw, 
thus adding to the farmer’s income 
and utilizing a product of the soil 
which now is virtually wasted, ac­ 
cording to J. C. Mohler, secretary 
of the state board of agriculture. 
• Based on estimates of the United 
States 
department 
of 
agriculture 
that one ton of wheat straw will pro­ 
duce the equivalent of forty gal­ 
lons of gasoline, Kansas in 1919— 
with an acreage of 
11,640,000— 
could have produced the equivalent 
of 46,560,000 gallons, according to 
Secretary Mohler. 
Experiments made by the federal 
department show, Mr. Mohler said, 
that a combustible gas can be ob­ 
tained from the destructive distilla­ 
tion 
of 
wheat 
straw. 
This 
new 
product has been used for operating 
an automobile, for illuminating pur­ 
poses and for cooking, and tests 
are in progress to determine its 
exact value and cost of production. 
“If these experiments turn out 
satisfactorily,” said Mr. Mohler, “it 
may not be many years before every 


farm machinery.' 
Farm experts have estimated that 
enough whea.t straw is going to 
waste west of the Mississippi river 
alone to produce in new* fuel the 
equivalent of one-fifth the driving j ^ 
power of all gasoline now manufac- > 
lured. Experiments so* far have ex­ 
tended only to wheat straw. Corn

they can be used, fuel more than | 
i equal to all the gasoline now* pro-1 
duced can be manufactured, it is 
believed. 
“Some geologists? have predicted 
a serious shortage of gasoline in 
the next few years because of in­ 
creasing demand for motor vehicles 
and machinery,” said Mr. Mohler.
